Rene Hernandez, 19, was 
arrested last week for first 
degree premeditated murder, 
felony murder, kidnapping and 
grand theft, according to

Pietrofesa. Hernandez has been 
transferred to Gainesville. 

Mr. Pietrofesa said Hernan- 
dez has admitted that he and 
several others beat Aboghali, 
29, at a trailer located in 
Spencer Trailer Park on Nobles 
Road on Jan. 31. 

Mr. Aboghali's body was 
found February 1 on a road off 
Interstate 75 in Gainesville. 
His hands and feet were bound 
and he had been hit in the head

Holy Way leader found competent 
to stand trial for child molestation

At a competency hearing held

Broome denied Williams’ re: 
quest for extensive testing of 
his mental impairment. 

Williams’ attorneys had told 
the court that Williams suffered 
brain damage as a result of a 
stroke two-and-a-half years ago 
and was unable to adequately 
participate in his defense. 

"If I had to order tests every 


time someone had minor diffi- 
culty with word-finding, I'd 
have to order one for myself," 
said the judge. 

Psychologists testified at the 
hearing that Williams is com- 
petent-but that his difficulty 
recalling words could hinder his 
ability to appear truthful

Crisis has been averted ~ Limiting spending ` 


Florida's АНЕ ‘has a на thát is 
simply too big to deny; state spending has grown 
faster than population, personal income, ог 
inflation for the past decade. Higher taxes are 
being forced on' taxpayers who do not believe” 
they are receiving an adequate return on their 
investment. Lack of confidence in government 
and public officials is at an all time high. 

Clearly. something is wrong. We cannot 
continue to sustain the pattern of growth in 
state spending without regular and substantial 
tax increases. 

I believe that the most fundamental way to 
control the state's appetite for more revenues is 
to cap the amount the state can spend at a 

realistic level and then ask our public servants 
to compete among themselves to provide services 
‘in the most effective and efficient manner. 
Government must’ begin to reexamine itself. 
State leaders must take responsibility for 
scrutinizing every nickel and every dime spent 
by the state. A responsible spending cap will 
require politiciansfto continuously assess our 
needs within the framework of our ability to pay. 

The idea is not new: Governor Bob Graham's 
Tax Commission proposed a cap in 1979, Florida 
TaxWatch has advocated a spending limit since 
1984, and recently a majority of the Florida 
Taxation and Budget Reform Commission 
endorsed the idea. 

A responsible. spending cap will hold 
legislators accountable by forcing them to 
prioritize their spending decisions based on need 
and efficiency rather than on personal interest. 

A responsible spending cap will provide 
government with the stability that it does not 
have when it rides the tide of economic cycles, 
Times of excessive economic growth lead to 
times of excessive governmental growth; but 

when the economy cycles through rough times 
the demands of government rarely shrink. 

Instead of finding ways to become more 
efficient, state government's typical response to 
increase revenues (i.e., taxes). A responsible 
spending cap tied to a five-year average of 
personal income growth will smooth out the 
transitions between good timés and bad. 

A responsible spending cap will have the 
flexibility. to protect against crises such as 
Hurricane Andrew and to provide for the 
demands of federal mandates. It should allow for 
an exception to the cap in any fiscal year if 
agreed to by an extraordinary majority of the 
members of the Legislature. 

Initial figures show that a cap based on 
income growth will allow state fund expendi- 
tures to grow by 6.5% to 8.5% each year. At this 
rate Florida will.still have a budget of more than 
$51 billion in 1999-2000; an amount that should 


be adequate to meet the needs of the state if we ~ 


manage our resources wisely. 


In the end, though, the best reason for. 


adopting a responsible spending cap is to restore 
confidence in state government. Florida's leaders 
must assure the people that they will spend tax 
dollars as if they were spending their own 
money -- not someone else's. Florida's leaders 
must demonstrate that they know what every 
family, every business and every taxpayer 
knows: we must live within our means.
